She arrived today at 
the Windsor Hotel, where it was said she 
was too ill to receive callers. 

Miss Chandler’s return to New York isthe 
culmination of a series of melodramatic 
experiences. Miss Chandler inherited a 
fortune from her father, the late Samuel 
J. Chandler of Milwaukee. Her brother, 
Samuel B. Chandler, is a broker of 146 Broad- 
way. 

When her father died, some years ago, 
Miss Chandler’s troubles began. She fell 
ill with nervous prostration and could only 
be kept alive, it is said, by stimulants. Sub- 
sequent treatment failed to release her from 
the dependence upon alcoholic food, which 
was then formed. She did not become en- 
tirely cured until a year ago, when she spent 
a short time in an institution near Chicago. 

Miss Chandler then came to New York 
with her mother. She met a New-Yorker, 
about 45 years old, who was employed in a 
big New York house. It is said that this 
man’s continued attentions, while not dis- 
pleasing to Miss Chandler, were the subject 
of violent protest on the part of Mrs. Chand- 
ler. One day Mrs. Chandler had a particu- 
larly serious conversation with her daughter 
regarding the outcome of this acquaintance. 

On the following day, April 20, the daugh- 


ter was kidnaped on Broadway and taken to 


St. Saviors’ institution, a branch of the 
House of Mercy at Inwood-on-the-Hudson. 

Miss Chandler somehow got word to E. B. 
Southworth, a lawyer, who got her release 
on the ground that she had been kidnaped, 

Miss Chandler had no sooner come back to 
New York and begun to prosecute her 
brother than she was persuaded by 
brother to go to Hartford to try a few weeks’ 
treatment for nervous prostration at Dr. 
Henry Stearns’ private hospital. 

Within one day she found herself a pris- 


oner in an insane asylum, For the last 


five months she has been confined in the 
asylum. Finally the case being brought to 
the attention of Judge Thayer, a Superior 
Court commission investigated the case. The 
commission found that she was intelligent, 
educated, and of sound mind, and that she 
had been illegally committed. Her discharge 
followed this report. It is said that a civil 
suit may follow.

at Samoa had established himself as a dic- 
tator created a sensation in the departments,

government. 
The British Ambassador and the German 
Seeretary of Embassy called at the State 
department this afternoon and had a long 
and important talk with Secretary Hay. 
The visit of the German and British repre- 
_ sentatives to the State department resulted 
in a formal communication sent by Secretary 
Hay to the German Embassy. The contents 
of this note were not divulged at the depart- 
ment, but those who were acquainted with 
its tenor described it as calculated to make 
‘a decided impression when cabled to Berlin. 
The result of this was the official assurance 
that Germany had in no sense authorized 
the.extraordinary action of its Consul in 
Samoa, and that it would be promptly dis- 
‘eredited by the imperial government. 

The danger, it is said, lies not so much in 
the official sanction of the German govern- 
Ment. which no one for an instant expects, 
but rather from the fact that a clash may 

occur in Samoa before anything can 
de done to prevent it. 
American Vessel to Be Sent. 
The administration has taken steps to 
protect American interests so far as can 
be done from this side, and a warship will / 
de sent there at once. The Philadelphia and 
the Oregon are both availiable for service 
‘in Samoa. Either one of these ships would 
be much stronger than the German and 
British craft now there; but the difficulty 
of course is that no American force can 
teach the island for two or three weeks 
or more. The Philadelphia, with Admiral 
Kautz, is at San Diego, but it will take the 
hip some time to get ready for such a long 
voyage, and after it starts there will be 
an interval of. three weeks before its arrival 
‘at Samoa. The big battleship Oregon is 
due in Honolulu harbor about Feb. 6, hav- 
ing left Callao a week ago.

Ex-Consul Mulligan’s View. 

John H. Muligan, whe was Consul General 
to Samoa under President Cleveland and 
who, of course, takes the view of the last 
administration, said tonight in discussing 
the situation: I naturally take a deep in- 
terest in the people and affairs in Samoa. 
I have seen the account in papers of the 
outbreak of hostilities in that misgoverned 


least. My corr ce had prepared me 
to expect it much earlier. Through that 
medium I keep generally in touch with Sa- 
moan affairs, The accounts appearing in 
the papers are undoubtedly much exagger- 
ated, for in some particulars they are mani- 
festly absurd. That the President of the 
municipality at Apia, who is a German ap- 
pointee,. should have proclaimed. himself. 
Chief Justice is simply ridiculous. It is not 
to be credited for a moment. To under- 
stand the whole matter, in brief, it should 
be remembered that Samoa is virtually 
under a joint protectorate of the United 
States, Germany, and Great Britain. The 
President is a German, Herr Raffael; the 
Chief Justice an American, William L. 
Chambers, formerly United States Land 
Commissioner to Samoa, who was appointed 
to succeed S. C. Ade, formerly Chief Justice, 
also an American, now at his home in Ver- 
mont. Mr. Chambers was appointed in the 
last days of Cleveland’s administration— 
probably his last appointment. Samoa is: 
governed by what is known as the Berlin 
general act, which provides among other 
things, in effect, that a determination of the 
election of a King shall be canvassed and 
determined by the Chief Justice. 
In 1893 Mataafa, who had exercised the 
authority of King during the period of the 
exile of Malietoa in German custody on the 
Marshall Islands, was in turn exiled to the 


Malietoa was reinstated in the Kingship. 
Last August Malietoa died and Mataafa, 
ving been allowed to return to his country 
y the joint action of the treaty powers 
named, his claims to the crown were pre- 
sented by his adherents. In fact, he is by 
birth and right of descent entitled to the 
throne, and was so entitled, even as against 
Blames the Chief Justice. 
“When at last, through thé many delays 
presented and resorted to by, the Chief Jus- 
tice,.an election was held,,Mataafa had at 
least 75 per cent of the votes, the rest being 
scattered between the younger Tamasese 
and an obscure son of the late King Mal.e- 
toa. 
“In the face of the result the Chief Jus- 
tice temporized and hesitated, actuated by 
the same influences which have so often op-_ 
erated to disturb and misgovern the un- 
happy little country. He several times post- 
poned a declaration of the result, being 
warned more than once that if the tension 
became tco great and an outbreak followed 
the fault would rest with him. He flxed 
first the 19th and again the 31st day of De- 
cember as the date for a final determina- 
tion. At length, on the latter date, he ren- 
dered a determination, deciding that under 
the provision of the Berlin treaty, which at 
no point touches the question in the least, 
Mataafa was ineligible, and the son of Mal- 
jetoa was elected, although in fact he had 
recaived not one-third of the suffrages given 
Mataafa.

In a trip from Calloa to Honolulu t 
steamed 433 hours at a speed of twelve knots, 
which is its most economical rate. The coal 
capacity of the Philadelphia is 1,020 tons; 
which will enable it to get to Samoa without 
recoaling and still have a large quartity of 
fuel in its bunkers, 

It is the present intention of the authorities 
to have the ship stop at Honolulu en route 
to replenish the supply of coal, so as to de 
fully equipped with: coal on its arrtval at 
Samoa. 3 

In the meantime Admiral Dewey has been 
fully advised of the situation and it is pos- 
sible that the Oregon may be diverted from 
its course and. sent to Samoa, or one of the 
monitors now with Dewey transferred.

Robinson was Mentally weak, and it is sup- 
posed he was lost after he wandered from the 
grounds, and walked nearly to the Des- 
plaines River before the cold overcame him 
and he stopped to rest. Conrad Nagel, a.

first to give the alarm. He told the guard 
that he had not seen his roommate since 
morning. Robinson, who was 68 years old 


since Saturday. 
An inquest was held during the day by 
Deputy Coroner Reynolds. It was found 
from the records of the institution that Rob- 
inson was born in Virginia, was single, anda 
laborer. The jury decided that death was 

due to exposure.

1881, but owing to a series of revolutions 
property of foreigners became so involved 
that the three governments of the United 
States, Great Britain, and Germany signed 
a treaty at Berlin June 14, 1889, which was 
accepted by the government of Samoa a year 
later. 
This was solemz deetaration on the part 
of the three treaty powers recognizing the 
territory of Samoa as neutral territory, with 
an independent government so far as re- 
garded the rights of the natives to elect . 
their own chief or King. With a view to 
restoration of order the three powers rec- 
ognized Malietoa Laupepa as King. Article 3 
of the treaty provides for the establishment 
of a Supreme Court to consist of one Judge, 
styled the Chief Justice of Samoa. He is ap- 
pointed by agreement of the three great 
powers, and is paid $6,000 a year. It is pro- 
vided in section 6 of this article that in case 
any question arises respecting the rightful 
electfOn of their King this issue shall not 
lead to war, but be presented for decision 
to the Chief Justice, and the signatory gov- 
ernments bound themselves to accept his 
decision. 
Return. of the Exiles. 

When the first treaty King died, last Au- 
gust, there was at once trouble among the 
natives, growing out of the feuds. which 
existed prior to 1889, when the treaty was 
signed. Mataafa and the other exiled Sa- 
moan chiefs, by agreement between the 
three great powers, were brought from Ja- 
luit dy a German war vessel and landed at 
Apia on Sept. 18. An election Was held 


American named Chambers, decided that 
Mataafa, having been debarred from the 
throne by the treaty of 1889, could not be- 
come a candidate subsequently. He there- 
fore declined to-consider the votes for Ma- 
taafa at all, although he had an apparent 
majority, and deciared the son of the dead 
King duly elected to the throne. According 
to section 6 of the third article, already 
quoted, the three governments—the United 
States; Germany, and Great Britain—are 
bound to accept the decision of Justice 
Chambers as final. | 

Mataafa has lately been favored by the 
Germans, although originally they were not 
on his side at all. Article five of the treaty 
provided for the creation of a Municipal 
Council, whose Président was also agreed

jurisdiction solely of local ordinances, which 
in case of dispute were also referred to the 
Chief Justice. The President of the mu- 
nicipal Council is a German named Raffael.

After reciting that the provinces were re- 
conquered by the joint military and finan- 
cial efforts of the British and Khedivial gov- 5 
ernments and setting forth the desire to give ei 
effect to the ciaims that have accrued to her a 
Britannic Majesty’s government by right of 
conquest, the claim to share in the present 
settlement and future working and develop- 
ment of the administration of the terri- 
tories, and pointing out that the territories 
of Wady Halfa and Suakim may be moat 
effectively administered in conjunction with 
the reconquered provinces, the convention 
proceeds as follows: 4

It is hereby agreed and dee 
the undersigned, duly authorized, that the = 
word Soudan in this agreement means all the ig 
territories south of the twenty-second par- 
allel of latitude whfch have never been 
evacuated by the Egyptian troops since 
1882, or which, having been administered 
by the Khedive's government prior to the 
late rebellion, were temporarily. lost to 
Egypt and have been reconquered by the 
British and Egyptian governments actifig in 
concert, or which may hereafter be recon- — 
quered by the *two governments acting in 


concert, 
Under Two Flags. 

“The British and Egyptian flags shall be 
used together on both land and water 
throughout the Soudan, except in Suakim, 
where the Egyptian flag alone shall be used. 
The supreme military and civil command 
in the Soudan shall be vested in one officer, © 
ternied the Governor General, appointed by 
Khedivial decree with the consent of Great 
Britain, and to be removed only by Khe- 
divial decree with the consent of Great 
Britain.” j 
The next clause gives the Governor Gen- 
eral absolute power to make, alter, or ab- 
rogate by proclamation; laws, orders, or 
regulations for the good government of th 
Soudan and for the regulation, holding, an 
disposal of property of every kind situated 
in the Soudan, but all such proclamations 
must forthwith be notified to the agent of 
her Britannic Majesty at Cairo and to the 
President of the Khedivial Council. No 
Egyptian law or decree hereafter made or 
promulgated is to apply to any part of the 

udan save by the proclamation of thé 
vernor General. 


Open to Free Trade. 

Regarding the conditions under which 
Europeans shall be permitted to trade, 
side, or hold property in the Soudan, 
convention says: * 

No special privileges shall be accorded 
the subjects of any one or more powers. 
Import duties shall not be levied on goods 
from Egyptian territory, but they shall be 
leviable on goods from elsewhere, In the 
case of goods entering the Soudan at 
Suakim or any other Red Sea port the duties 
must not exceed the amount leviablé upon 
foreign goods entering Egypt. Duties may 
be levied upon goods leaving the Soudan, the 
rates to be prescribed by proclamation.” 

The convention provides that the jurisdic- 
tion of mixed tribunals shall apply to no part 
of the Soudan except Suakim, and the whole 
Soudan, except Suakim, shall remain under 
martial law until the Governor General pro- 
claims otherwise. No consular agents shall 
be accredited to or allowed to reside in the 
Soudan without the previous consent of

SENATOR DEPEW’S POLICY. 

United States Senator-elect Depew has 
made his confession of faith. He did so at 
a banquet given him night before last to 
celebrate his election. : 

Mr. Depew announces that he is not 
afraid of expansion. The prospect of the 
retention of the Philippines does not give 
him a chill. He believes that it is the first 
duty of the Senate to ratify the treaty of 
peace, and then “ the patriotism, the wis- 
dom, and the statesmanship of our country 
will adjust our relations to the new posses- 
sions and formulate for them governments.” 
Evidently Mr. Depew does not doubt the 
ability of the United States to govern the 
Philippines without the aid of a great mil- 
itary force, for he dwelt on the fact that 
75,000 British soldiers maintain peace and 
justice among 300,000,000 inhabitants of 
India, while the Dutch need only 14,000 
soldiers to keep in order thirty million Java- 
nese. He might ‘have added that nearly | 
all those soldiers are natives. : ae 

Mr. Depew believes that the welfare of 
the United States will be promoted by the | 
possession of the Philippines. The re- 
sources of the Pacific coast are only par- 
tially developed because that region is so far 
from Europe and American Eastern mar- 
kets. Its natural market is in Asia and— 

With China open to us, with our foothold in the 
Philippines and midway Hawali, there will come 
to the golden coast a new birth for its farms and 
its mines, which will add incaleulably to the 
wealth, employment, and population of the Pacific. 

Mr. Depew's position oh the monetary 
question is that the gold standard should 
be so settled by legislation that nothing ex- 
cept the concurrent action of the legislative 
and executiye departments of the govern- 
ment ever unsettle it.

GERMANY’S DISAVOWAL. 

The three Consuls charged with the ad- 
ministration of the pretectorate over Ba- 
moa under the treaty of Berlin have not 
dwelt together in harmony. King Malie- 
toa died, and the German Consul openly 
espoused the cause M that old malcontent 
Mataafa, who became a candidate for King. 
The American and British Consuls re- 
mained neutral. It is claimed Mataafa re- 
ceived a big majority over his rival, Malie- 
toa Tanus. The latter appealed to the

There was a battle between the forces of 
the rivals for the throne, Raffel, the Ger- 


the conflict and accompanying his forces. 
Raffel then seized the Supreme Court 
chamber, but was ejected therefrom by 
order of the British and American Consuls. 

Whatever may have been the merits of 
the decision by Chief Justice Chambers, 
the German Consul seems to have been 
clearly in the wrong, violating the agree- 
ment between the powers and striving to 
control the government in defiance of plain 
treaty stipulations and of the rights of his 
colleagues. 

The German Ambassador at Washington 
called at the State department during the 
day with the British Ambassador, and 
gave the official assurance that Germany 
had in no sense authorized the extraor- 
dinary conduct of its Consul, and that he 
would be promptly discredited by the im- 
perial government. But the incident will 
create an unpleasant impression, owing to 
the recent hostile attitude of Germany con- 
cerning the Philippines. The tone of the 
Berlin press in discussing the affair is un- 
friendly beyond warrant. The United 
States seeks no quarrel with Germany, and 
there is no occasion to get excited over the 
matter. There is nothing so far to indicate 


done aught except to enforce the plain pro- 
visions of the treaty, and, this being the 
case, Germany should go slow before add- 
ing to the difficulties of the situation. 

The Navy department at Washington has 
prepared orders for a warship to proceed to 
Samoa at once to look after American inter- 
ests. 


THE “PUT” AND “CALL” TRADE. 
The Chicago Board of Trade or a certain 
portion of its* membership has an issne 


enacted years ago by the Llinois Legisia- 
ture. Trading in “puts” and “ calls,” 
whether morally right as insisted upon or 
not, was placed under the ban by the State 
law. It was classed with gambling opera- 
tions and the contracts growing out of it 
made non-enforceable. The trade, whi'e 
perhaps morally right, is in Illinois legally 
wrong. In New York the statute is entirely 
different. It is sanctioned bx law and rep- 
utable exchanges recognize the standing of 
“ privileges.” With the development of a 
big speculative grain market in Chicago 
the privilege trade has grown up and has 
been looked upon as a necessary evil. The 
board has officially refused to recognize 
privilege trades or contracts arising out of 
them. The board unofficially has at times 
connived at the business and prominent 
members and board officials have been 
among the recognized buyers and sellers.of 
“puts” and “calls.” Now a member of 
the Board of Trade, insisting on his rights 
as such, demands that the law of the State 
be complied with. His remedy is at hand in 
actions under the gambling act in various 
forms. Apparently the Board of Trade will 
be forced to take some more clearly defined 
position than the one adopted for years of 
refusing to officially reeognize the business.

All observers on the 
ground agree on this point. A marked diver- 
sity of: race as weil as of interests exists on 
the islands. Around Manila the insurgents 
are Tagals, born of Spanish or Chinese fa- 
thers and native mothers. The Visayans of 
the central group of islands are much nearer 
the native type.

Extension Ordinance Matters. 

The Committee on City Hall, which has 
in charge ali street car extension ordinances, 
finally held a meeting yesterday. It re- } 
ferred all extension ordinances before it to 
the Corporation Counsel for an opinion as 
to their validity; and then appointed a sub- 
committee of five, consisting of Aldermen 
Mavor, Badenoch, Schlake, Beilfuss, and 
Neagle, to draw up a list of questions to be 
asked as to the powers of the Council to 
make conditions in an extension prdinance 
under the Allen law. i 

This subcommittee prepared five questions 
which will be submitted to Acting Corpora- 
tion Counsel Browning today. One will be 
as to the power of the City Council to de- 
mand any sort of compensation for the city 
in an extension ordinance under the pro- 
visions of the.Allen law. Another will be 
whether the companies can be made to pave 
the streets under that law. Another will 
relate to street cleaning. Another will ask 
whether under that law a provision reducing 
the rates of fare by selling tickets good for 
certain hours at wholesale rates would be 
valid. Another will be as to what trans- 
fers the roads can be made to give. 

It is possible the answers may be that 
none of these provisions, or but one, that 
requiring a direct compensation to the city, 
ean be incorporated in an ordinance drawn 
under the Allen law. Should this prove the 
case the recommendation of the committee 
will be that no ordinance be passed until 
after the Allen law has been repealed. 

The Civil Service commission has adopted 
changes in its rules providing that police- 
men may be reduced in rank as punishment 
on order of the Trial board, approved by the 
commission, and that policemem may be 
transferred from the detective force to the 
regular and back again on motion of the 
superintendent, even when it involves a 
reduction in rank.

For the 
late Duke was so strongly averse to the 
idea of his eldest son wedding the woman 
who at that time bore the title of Dowager 
Duchess of Manchester, that he especially 
* | bequeathed everything that he could in the 
shape of family jewels, laces, and similar 
heirlooms of one kind and anotber to the 
wife of Victor Cavendish. 

The latter, indeed, has all the famous 
Devonshire family jewels in her possession, 
a fact which the great jewel robber, 
known as Harry, the Valet,“ apparently 
ignored when he spent much time and trou- 
ble in robbing the jewel case of the Duchess, 
finding to his intense dismay little else than 
paste therein. 

It.is hardly necessary to recapitulate here 
in detail the causes of the aversion of the 
late Duke to the woman who is now the wife 
of his eldest son. The romantic attachment 
of the present Duke, while still Lord Hart- 
ington, for the Duchess, was a matter of too 
much gossip to be otherwise than exceed- 
ingly distasteful to so straight laced a 
nobleman as the old Duke. 1

SPIRITED VOLUME ON WOES oF NEW 
MEXICAN RANCH LIFE. 


Mrs. Nicholi’s “Observations of a 
Ranchwoman” Recites the Joys 
and Sorrows of Farming in the Arid 
Belt of the Southwest—Crooked 
Politics and Mexican Sloth Make 
New Mexico Unworthy of Admission 
as a State. tek 


RS. EDITH M. NICHOLL isa wide-. 
awake Englishwoman who has evi- 
dently spent a good many yearsin . 
the South, and who now owns and 
runs a ranch in the arid belt of 
New Mexico. Her Observations of a 
Ranchwoman in New Mexico (Macmillan) 
is addressed quite as much to English read- 
ers as to Americans, but the book is all 
the more valuable for this fact. The author 

is a keen observer and a spirited writer, and 
she is rt content with surface views of 
things. J. is no land-booming rhapsody that 

| She has ; uced, but a critical, serious, and 
yet quite delightful treatise on the merits 
and defects of New Mexico. 

After some years of observation Mrs. Nich- 
oll is convinced that small-beer politics and 
Mexican indolence are the blight of New 
Mexico. The first impression of the native 
is dirt and hat, and the final impression 1s 
one of mental obtuseness and incorrigible 
laziness. Mrs. Nichol) compares the negroes 
of the South and the Mexicansof the South- 
west and concludes that the negro is much 
to be preferred. In many amusing anecdotes 
she illustrates the extreme difficulty of car- 
rying oma ranch with Mexican help—the only 
kind available in that region. She has suc- 
ceaded in learning how to do so successfully, 
but she warns invalids that it is a poor place 
to go to if they cannot stand hard work. 
She has no use for the transient tourists who 
write sentimental! stories about the natives. 
She says: 

The Mexican, as he may be seen every day, kick- 
ing his half-starved pony in the stomach for some 
imbecility of his own, or digging the terrible 
Spanish spurs into its bare ribs, its poor little back 
and legs bending and quivering beneath the weight 
of two wot him as it is raced at a gallop through the 
deep sand, does not commend himself as an object 
of romance. 

Mrs. Nicholl takes an Englishwoman’s 
privilege of talking intelligently on poli- 
| tles, and her analysis of New Mexican poli- 
tics is incisive, but not encouraging. The } 
grafting of free silver agitation upon the 
aforesaid Mexican character is certainly a 
bad combination. The author speaks bitter- | 
ly, as one having a personal experience, of 
existent.evils. The very life of every plant 
and animal in the arid belt depends upon the 
irrigating canals, and Mrs. Nicholl says 
these canals are operated by the local poli- 
ticlans on much the same plans as are the 
street franchises in large cities. The re- 
sult is that any: one who is not in with the 
local clique, or who is not willing to pay a 
private bribe. to the local officials, is likely 
to see his own peach and apricot trees and 
alfalfa fields withering and perishing, While 
his neighbor’s farm is flourishing like a 
green bay tree. As an example of the polit- 
ical methods of New Mexico, she tells how 
the straight vote of fifty Mexicans was 
secured by plying them with whisky on the 
evening before election, and then keeping 
them all night in a corral, as if they were a 
bunch of steers. These evils are so deeply 
rooted that Mrs. Nicholl is emphatically of 
the opinion that it would be an error to give 
New Mexico the powers of Statehood. The 
only salvation of the Territory, she says, 
lies in better irrigating facilities, which will 
in the end bring a better class of settlers. 

The volume is an admirable presentation 
of actual life and conditions in New Mex-

In- 
stead, however, of European conditions at- 
fecting the money market of America, condi- 
tions in the American money market have 
been the cause of forcing rates to go lower 
in Europe. When the Paris banking insti- 
tutions lately refused to make further ad- 
vances of credits to Germany the same were 
freely offered by New York bankers, who 
transferred parts of their big balances in 
London to Berlin. This competition of the 
New York banks has led to an international 
equalization in money rates, and has prob- 
ably effectually removed the one menace in 
general conditions throughout the world, 
which seemed to lie in the possibility of 
financial complications in Germany. Local 
bankers now generally admit that there is no 
prospect whatever in the immediate future 
of improvement in interest rates, and predict 
there will be no relief from the present con- 
gestion of funds until speculation shall still 
further broaden, or until capital, availing

MAY ABOLISH DIFFERENTIALS. 


Steps Likely to Be Taken to Do Away | 
with Existing Rates Between Chi- 
cago and New York. 


Action will probably be taken next week 
by the Eastern roads that will decide the 
question whether differential rates between 
Chicago and New York should be abolished 
or whether a war, to break up the system, js 
to be inaugurated. Commissioner Donald 
of the Central Passenger association re- 
ceived a dispatch yesterday from Commis- 
sioner Goddard of the Eastern trunk lines 
that the Presidents had adopted a resolution 
that a meeting of the Central Passenger As- 
sociation lines should be held in this city 
prior to Feb. 1 next. In accordance with 
this action, Mr. Donald has asked the roads 
to meet here next Tuesday. No reason was 
given why the meeting should be held, but it 
is understood that the object is to consider 
the differential rate question and that the 
Genera! Passenger Agents of the Eastern 
trunk lines will be on hand to take part in 
the proceedings. 

The action of the Michigan Central and 
Lake Shore roads in withdrawing from the 
rate sheet to be issued on Feb. 1 and issuing 
an independent rate sheet in lieu thereof is 
generally taken as an indication that the 
long impending conflict over differential 
rates between Chicago and New York is 
‘about to be precipitated. Although a gen- 
eral improvement in freight rates has taken 
place lately, passenger rates have been 
going from bad to worse, and the differential 
rates are claimed to be responsible for this 
state of affairs. It is felt that this matter 
has to be settled if passenger rates be- 
tween Chicago and New York are to be main- 
tained. 

Plans for the reorganization of the Kan- 
sas City, Pittsburg and Gulf railroad prac- 
tically have been agreed upon. The present 
$22,578,000 first mortgage 5 per cent bonds 
are to be refunded into a 4 per cent bond. 
It is proposed to give the holders of a $1,000 
5 per cent bond a new 4 per cent bond to the 
value of $850 and preferred stock to the ex- 
tent of $250. The preferred stock is to bear 
3 per cent for a certain period, when it be- 
comes a 4 per cent bearing security. It is 
reported that the total issue of new 4 per 
cent bonds will be $35,000,000, or at the rate 
of $25,000 a mile on 1,400 miles of road, the 
Kansas City and Northern connecting rail- 
road, the Omaha and St. Louis, the Omaha, 
Kansas City and Eastern, and the Quincy, 
Omahaand Kansas City roads being included 
in the system. The plan provides for re- 
ducing the fixed charges from $1,250 per mile 
a year to $1,000 a year, which on the main 
line and the terminals of the Pittsburg and 
Gulf proper would result in a reduction in 
fixed charges of fully $200,000 a year.

Pr. Emil G. Hirsch struck the keynote of 
the toasts of the evening in hie response. He 
said in part: 

We forget sometimes that names do not 
always stand for realities. Changing the 
name to republic from monarchy does not 
3 imply the change from an anti- 

emocracy to à democracy. France in name 
is a sister republic, but in reality it is not. 
France is today, as it ever has been, under 
the spell of monarchical principles. It lacks 
a monarch, but the system is there, and a 
country that denies justice to a man sus- 
pected of a great crime and a country that 
will not keep its courts from military in- 
fluence has yet to learn the alphabet of 
democracy. England in the books is a 
monarchy, but it is nearer a true democracy 
today in some respects than even our own 
country. The people govern. The Queen 
has even fewer privileges in some réspects 
than the President. We are a democracy 
by tradition and official designation. The 
democratic principles need, in addition to 
the education of the people, a sense by the 
individual of responsibility. This will keep 
our municipalities from corrupton and se- 


4 cure to the citzen good government. 


We have entailed responsibilities by our 
victories. We will bear them. But let us 
beware of treason to our national principles. 
You can buy land, but not people. America 


Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Pihilippines. I 
believe tf we act this part without endanger- 
ing the fundamental principles we shall 
place these dependencies on their feet and 
shall be in a position to extend the right 
hand to them. That is our duty in a time 
of great danger. Europe is watching us and 
thinks we will burst into militarism. Amer- 
ica must not degenerate into militarism. 

“I see in vision sometimes America be- 
coming a leader for peace and for interna- 
tional arbitration. I see at home old tradi- 
tions newly cherished—the government hold- 
ing in awe the wicked of the earth. Let the 
flag float over a people, each one of which is 
a monarch. Then the government will en- 
dure and we will be adopted for the last gov- 
ernment to exist as a pattern.“ 

Dr. Hirsch was followed by F. R. Babcock, 
who spoke along the same line of thought, 
detailing the duties of business-men towards 
the municipality and national government. 

Then James H. Eckels took up the argu- 
ment and began a warning against giving up 
fundamental principles. He said that the 
people should pause well and consider before 
acting on the question of the new territories.

Attorney Olson says there have been many 
cases in which it has been difficult for the 
State to get the testimony It needed because 
the police on first discovering the bodies of 
murdered men have at once assumed a the- 
ory that they were drunk and had failed to 
look for evidences of crime. He cites the 
example of Andrew McGee, for whose mur- 
der Jacks was convicted and hanged later. 
In this case the police took the man to a hos- 
pital as a drunk, making no immediate ef- 
forts to learn what had happened at the spot 
where he was found prior to their arrival. 

The two medical witnesses for the State 
were Dr. Noel, Coroner’s physician, and Dr. 
Ludwig Hektoen, formerly Coroner’s physi- 
cian and now professor in Rush Medical 
College. The latter had examined the body 
after burial and subsequent disinterment 
and had found the bones in the throat at the

BANK OF ARTHUR LOOTED 


— 


Six Men in Gang Capture Farmer Who 


Interrupts Their Preparations and 
Force Him te Wateh While Exple- 
sions Wreck Building—He Escapes 
and Raises Alarm, Preventing the 
Thteves from Cracking Large Saf 
Containing $13,000. 


Arthur, III., Jan. 20.—[ Special. I—A dar- 
ing bank robbery was perpetrated at this 
place at an early hour this morning. 

Six men forced an entrance to the Bank 
of Arthur, shattered one safe with dynamite, 
wrecking the building with three heavy ex- 
plosions, and secured $6,000. 

During the preparations James Rolf, a 
citizen who approached; was captured by 
the bank robbers, but escaped, and raised 
the alarm in time to prevent the gang from 
forcing the larger safe, containing over 
$13,000, 


The town has no night watchman, and the 


crooks evidently thought it would be an easy 
task to make a rich haul and escape without 
detection. 

On Monday night last two blacksmith 
shops in the village were entered and tools 
stolen. These tools were found at the scene 
of the robbery this morning, which is evi- 


| dence the men had been around several days 


laying their plans. 

At 1 o’clock this. morning six men, who 
composed the gang, entered the bank. The 
entrance was made by forcing the barred 
door on the west side. While four of the 
bandits worked on the inside two were left 
on the outsſde to do guard duty. The safe 
crackers, who were, no doubt, experts in 
the business, had inserted a charge of dyna- 
mite or nitro-glycerin in the door of the 
safe which had the time lock attachment, 
and were about ready to attach the fuse 
when a little ep

Robbers Capture Rolf.

LEGISLATIVE ACT IN DOUBT. 


The fight against the gas companies is 
being pushed by Alderman John F. Neagle 
of the Twelfth Ward, who introduced a set 
of resolutions to this end in the City 
Council two weeks ago. The matter came 
up before the Judiciary committee of the 
Council yesterday, and after considerable 
discussion it was decided to refer the resélu- 
tions to a subcommittee, which is composed 
of Aldermen Darcy, Tuite, and Lyman. They 
will, probably report back to the Judiciary 
committee next week.

under the government and authority of the 
United States the people of the island should 
also enjoy the same privileges in this re- 
gpect as the people of. the United States. 


Want Free Public Schools. 


Arother petition asks for a complete re- 
vision of the public school system of the is- 
land and for the inauguration of the meth- 
ods how employed in the larger cities of the: 
United States for public instruction. 

The petition cites that after 405 years of 

h rule scarce 16 per cent of the pop- 
ulation are able to read and write. There 
are on the island but a few schools, public 
and private, only two normal schools, and 
only one imstitution which is called .a col- 
lege for secondary or higher education. - 

Other petitions also filed by the commis- 
siouers ask for a revision of the monetary 
system of the island, that the currency may 
be placed upon a sound basis, such as will 
give assurance to capital to seek investment 
in the industries of the island. 

The establishment of an entirely hew bank- 
ing’ system is also sought, extension of the 
United States copyright laws to the Island 
of Porto Rico, and a complete change in the 
system ot local taxation, by which a tax is 
levied upon the products without regard to 
which fall so heavily 
class as to great ro- 


tard production, so that scarce one-twen- 


tleth of the productive zone is cultivated. 

Replying to the commissioners, the Pres- 
ident stated it was his intention that the 
native inhabitants of Porto Rico should en- 
joy as much liberty and privileges as the 
American citizen. 


The commissioners then called the atten- 


tion of the President to the fact that native 
telegraph operators, employés of custom- 
houses, and others employed in similar po- 
sitions had been displaced by officers and 
suldiers of the American army. 


McKinley Outlines His Plans. 
President McKinley asserted it as his pur- 
pose to see that the Porto Ricans should be- 
come acquainted step by step with the proper 
system of self-government, serving a period 


of apprenticeship in the different depart- 


ments of the government, and declared that 


they had a right to petition for redress from 


their grievances. 

The commissioners explained that it was 
their understanding that it was not the duty 
of the federal government to interfere in 
some of the matters as for, but they felt 
the support of thé President in the matter of 
these reforms would greatly aid in bringing 
them about. 


Relief for Porto Rico. 

San Juan de Porto Rico, Jan. 20.—In conse- 
quence of the crisis which followed the war 
and the present scarcity of money in Porto 
Rico the Governor of the island, Major Gen- 
eral Guy V. Henry, will suspend for one year 
mortgage foreclosures and summary judi- 
cial sales of land for debt. General Henry 
also announces the withdrawal of troops 


‘from localities where the citizens and sol- 


diers cannot harmonize. In such cases the 
municipalities will be held responsible for 
order. 


FILIPINO AGENTS IN ST. LOUIS. 


Representatives of Aguinaldo Pass 
Through St. Louis and Talk of 
Situation at Manila. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 20.—J. Lasoda, M. 
Marti Burgos, and J. Luna, commissioned 


-representatives of Aguinaldo, the insurgent 


leader of the Philippine Islands, passed 
twenty minutes in St. Louls today. They 
arrived at 8 o’clock on the Pacific coast lim- 
ited of the Iron Mountain road, and left for 
Washington shortly after over the Baltimore 


Ohio and Southwestern railway. Their 


mission is to persuade the government to 
relinquish its hold on the Philippine Islands. 

Sefior Marti Burgos, a Captain on Aguin- 
aldo’s staff, acted as spokesman of the party. 
He said: | 

We reached San Francisco Dec. 14, and 
have since been studying sentiment in the 
United States on the Philippine question. Of 
the hundreds of leading Americans with 
whom we have conversed, we find the vast 
majority are opposed to annexation of the 
islands to this country. 

„For 377 years we have been under the 
yoke of Spanish tyranny. Give us liberty 
and ‘progress’ will be the watchword of 
our citizens.”’ 

Regarding Hilo, Sefior Burgos declared 
Aguinaldo would think well before allowing 
the Americans to take it. 

„It is a big city,“ he said. anda prize we 
captured through our own efforts.“ 

Asked if there would be specific plans men- 
tioned for disposing of the Philippine 
Islands to the natives, Sefior Burgos said: 
“No, I think not, but we have a proposi- 


tion under consideration which I cannot 


make public at this time. We will meet our 


Ambassador, Agoncillo, in Washington, and 


consult with him before seeing the Presi- 
dent.”’

Halltax, N. G., Jan. 20.—[Special.]—The 


steamer Lake Huron arrived here today with 
the first party of 2,300 of the 10,000 Doukho- 
bortsi, who are coming to Canada to make 
new homes and escape the persecutions 
which they have endured in Russia. No 
band of immigrants from the old world has 


awakened such interest in Canada as these 


“ spirit-wrestling ’ peasants from the shores 
of the Black Sea. The Canadian govern- 
ment has made every provision to insure 
their comfort and in arranging to expedi- 
tiously transport them to their homes in 
Manitoba and the Canadian Northwest. 
Prince Hilkoff, the Russian nobleman who 
came to Canada to make arrangements for 
the settlement of his countrymen, said to- 


day: 

of An the habits of the Doukhobors dem-

This so- 
ciety engaged the Elder-Dempster line of 
steamers to carry them to St. John’s and 
the Canadian Pacific railway to traneport 
them westward to Manitoba and the North- 
west Territories.

Forty oclonists and tourist coaches will 
carry the immigrants westward in six train- 
loads, each of which will have a supply 
car.

Testimony Before the War 
Inquiry Commission on 
Army Beef. 


TELLS OF THE CHEMICALS. 


Officer Personally Examines the 


Meat Found Unfit 
ö for Use. 


HIS POSITIVE OPINIONS. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 20—Major W. H. 
Daly, chief surgeon with General Miles, and 
whose field service stretched from Tampa 
to Porto Rico, and whose report condemn- 
ing the beef furnished the expeditionary 
forces created a sensation some weeks ago, 
made his long-awaited appearance as a 
witness before the War Investigating com- 
mission today. 

Surgeon Daly’s report was the strongest 
in language of those submitted by General 
Miles in substantiation of his attack on the 
beef supplies. Dr. Daly has been too ill 
to appear heretofore. He was accompanied 
by General Miles’ own stenographer; de- 
spite the presence of the commission's offi- 
cial stenographer. | 

Stands By His Statements. 

On being sworn, the witness identified the 
report submitted as his own, changing its 
date, however, from Sept. 31 to Oct. 31. He 
was willing, he said, to stand by his report. 
It was wholly voluntary and was not called 
out by any request or in obedience to any 
circular or letter, so far as he remembered. 
He had heard nothing of an official circular 
calling for reports. At Ponce, however,

lieved he had communicated to General 


Miles some observations regarding beef sup- 
plies. at Tampa and on shipboard.

ant taste. In a hunting experience he had 
analyzed a chemical preservative and found 
it to contain borax and sqlicyclic acids. 
These were to be used externally on elk, but 
he had rubbed it in the raw flesh and also 
injected it. This compound was like that 
used on the army beef. Questioned as to 
these ingredients, he said borax was not 
safe to be used in connection with food-nor 
for ordinary medicinal purposes, while the 
salicyclic was most nauseous, loathsome, 
„ almost always destructive 


Futile Attempt at Preservation. 
Dr. Daly said he should say the attenipt to 
preserve the beef by als was not a 
success. -That had been his experience on 
the transport Panama. In the beef carried 
by his ship he was pretty sure chemicals 
were involved.“ That beef, he said, was 
foul. He thought the government beef re- 
quirements of the contractors were unrea- 
sonable. Everybody knows, he said, that 
beef exposed to moisture and warmth for 
twenty-four hours will be very much tried.“ 
Recurring to the traneport Panama, he said 
most of the beef it carried was refrigerated 
They had secured a ton of beef and for this 
they at firet had one and one-half tons of 
ice, later increased to eleven and one-half 
tons of ice. The beef, however, had a de- 
cidedly peculiar odor. | 7

STEAL THE TELEGRAPH LINE. 


of Omaha. 


Omaha, Neb., Jan. 20.—[Special.]—This 
morning when the Western Union operators 
cut in their crack through circuit from Oma- 
ha to Minneapolis and the British North- 
west the instruments failed to work. 

This was the source of much surprise, as 
the weather conditions were first-class. 
Then, too, the line had been strung but a 
week ago with the heaviest copper wire 
known to the trade. Every combination 
known to the operator’s art failed to bring 
A response from the circuit. Finally, by the 
use of other circuits, it was discovered that 
a break existed somewhere between Omaha 
and Blair, Neb., forty miles distant. 

A line gang started out early this morn- 
ing. Scarcely had the suburbs been reached 
when a novel discovery was made. No wire 
was to be found on the poles along which 
the copper thread was strung at such great 
expense but a week ago. 

The poles were there 


threads of copper indicated where the wire 
had been forty feet in the air, but the wire 
was gone. 

The gang kept on up the line for several 
miles before the north end of the wire was 
found. The whole line for this distance had 
Deen removed as cleanly as if veteran line- 
men had done the work. 

Now the Western Union has agents run- 
ning around town examining junk piles for 
several hundred pounds of copper wire. 

The supposition is that thieves went to 
work early and continued throughout the 
night to steal the copper for éts bulk market 
value. For this purpose it is worth 20 cents 
a pound. The thieves probably made $100 
dy the night's work. During that time they 
must have climbed many telegraph poles 
and taken as many chances of dropping to 
the earth below and being killed, but appar- 
ently the theft was committed without an 
accident. This is the first experience of the 
kind the company ever had:
